To fight the Press 

Our Congressman in Washington, 
D.C., Republican Robert AAcCldry, 
made a good -point this week. 

'/The decision of the House Committee 
oh Standards of Of fieial Conduct (The 
Ethics Committee), refusingL to jcjte 
former CBS newscaster Daniel Schorr 
for contempt, is not unexpected, the 
Congress through timidity0br in. pur- 
suance of a- 'hands -off policy has 
traditionally declined to cite newsmen 
who refuse to reveal their sources of 
information," AAcClory said. 

The Daniel Schorr incident varies 
from- earlier confrontations in that 
Schorr sought, to' sell the report of the 
House Select Committee on Intelli- 
gence. 

DANIEL SCHORR'S DEFENSE has 
been based on the First Amendment to 
the Constitution, which grants freedom 
of the press. While no question involving 
i the right of the press to publish seems to 
be involved in the recent Committee 
investigation of the Intelligence Com- 
mittee leak, |t should be recalled that 
the alleged "newsman's privilege"- to 
decline to reveal the source of his 
information was rejected 1 in a \ case 



decided by the U.S. Supreme Court in 
1972. <

Notwithstanding the fragile position 
asserted by .

IN THE SCHORR CASE, it was 
considered that the newsman's alleged 
constitutional privilege to refuse to 
reveal his source, may be inapplicable 
since the copy of the unreleased 
Committee Report was acquired not 
merely for use by Schorr in CBS 
newscasts. In addition, he undertook to 
sell it for publication as a paperback, 
and failing that, he sold it to the Village 
Voice, an off-beat New Ycirk City 
tabloid. It is still unclear where the 
proceeds wound up. 

It would seem that if action were 
brought to recover the report, the result 
would necessarily be in favor of the U.S. 
House of Representatives - and such a 
proceeding would in no way involve any 
First Amendment questions of freedom 
of the press.
